THE RAILWAY BOARD SECRETARIAT STENOGRAPHERS SERVICE RULES. 

1971. 

1. Short title and commencement: — ^(l)These rules may be called the Railway 
Board Secretariat Stenodvaphers Service Rules, 1971. 

2. They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of| August, 1969. 
2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requi^res, — 

(a) “appointing authority” In relation to any Grade means the authority 

empowered under the provisions of the Indian Railway Establishment 
Code Volume I, to make appointments to that Grade; 

(b) "appointed day” mesens the 1st day of August, 1969. 

(c) "approved service” In relation to any Grade means the porjiod or periods 

of service in that Grade rendered after selection, according to pres- 
cribed procedure, for long-term appointment to the Grade, and In- 
cludes any period or periods during which an officer wculd have held 
a duty post In that Grade but for his being on leave or otherwise 
not being available for holding such post; ' 
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(d) "authorised permanent strength” In relation to any Grade moana the 

strength of permanent unspecified posts In that Grade against which 
substantive appointments may be made; 

(e) “Commission” meams the Union Public Service Commission; 

(f) “direct recruit” means a person recruited to Grade II on the basis of a 

competitive examination held by the Commission, or to Grade III 
by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways, in accordance 
with the procedure laid down in rule 13; 

(g) "duty post" in relation to any Grade means a permanent or temporary 

post of that Grade; 

(h) "Grade" means any of the Grades specified in rule 3; 

(1) “long term appointment" means appointment for an Indefinite period as 
distinguished from a purely temporary or ad hoc oippolntmont, lUco 
appointment against leave or other local vacancy of a specified dura- 
tion; 

(1) "permanent officer" in relation to a Grade moans a person who hsB been 
substantively appointed to a substantive vacancy in that Grade; 

(k) "Schedule” means a Schedule to these rules; 

(l) “Select List”, in relation to the Selection Grade, Grade I Or Grade II, 

means the Select List prepared In accordance with the regulations 
made under rule 21 or as the case may bo, under the procedure con- 
tained In the Fourth Schedule; 

(m) "Service” means the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service; 

(n) "Temporary officer” In relation to any Grade means a person holding a 

temporary or officiating appointment In that Grade on the basis of 
his being regularly approved for such appointment.

corresponding number 6 f Grade I posts of the Service shall be tjemporarily up- 
graded to the Selection Grade- 

5 , Exclusion of duty posts from the Service. — ^Any duty post in a Grade may 
be declared by the Central Government In the Ministry of Railways to be excluded 
from the Service, if It is necessary, in public Interest, for the [time being, to 
fill such poet by a person other than a member of the ^rvlce of the appropriate 
Grade and the post shall remain excluded from the Service so long 4c such declara- 
tion remains in force. 


0. Initial Constitutloii of the Service. — (l) The permanent and temporary oflfi- 
cers of each Grade In the Service on the appointed day shall be such as may be 
determined by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways from amongst 
departmental candidates. For the purpose of these rules, the folljowing shall be 
considered as departmental candidates, namely: —

(3) Initial appointments of persons to the various Grades of the Service shall 
be made in the order in which their names are arranged in the recommendations 
of the appropriate Departmental Promotion Committees or the Election Committee, 
as the case may be, as finally efpproved by the Central Government In the Ministry 
of Railways. 

7. Posting of members of the Service. — ^Every member of Service shall, unless 
he Is on leave or otherwise not available for holding a duty post, be posted against 
B duty post of the appropriate Grade in the Service. 

8. Duty posts to be held by members of the Service. — Klvery duty post in the 
Service shall, unless declared to be excluded from the Service under rule 6 or held 
in abeyance for, any reason, be held by a member of the Service of the appropriate 
Grade. 

Provided that, subject to such instructions as the Central Government In the 
Ministry of Railways may issue, from time to time, officers of the Section Officer’s 
Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Service may be appointed to duty posts 
In the Selection Grade of the Service and when so appointed they shall continue 
to draw the Grade pay admissible to them from time to time in their own service. 

9. Substantive appointments In the Service. — All substantive appointments in 
the Service shall be made to the appropriate Grade of the Service end not against 
any specified duty posts in that Grade. 

10. Future maintenance of the Service- — The Service shall be maintained In 
future as provided in rules 11 and 12. 

11. Recruitment to Selection Grade and Grade I of the Service. — (1) Substantive 
vacancies in the Selection Grade and Grade I of the Service shall be filled by 
the substantive appointments of persons Included In the Select List for the 
respective Grade, such appointments being made in the order of seniority In the 
Select List except when for reasons to be recorded in writing, a person is not 
considered fit for such appointment In his turn. 

(2) Temporary vacancies In the Selection Grade of the Service shaU be filled 
by promotion on the basis of merit with due regard to seniority of permanent 
officers of Grade I who have rendered not less than six years’ approved Service 
in that Grade, and are included in the Select List for the Grade prepared and 
revised from time to time in accordance with such procedure as may be prescribed 
by regulatlon.s made by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways. 
Any vacancy remaining unfilled thereafter shall be filled by temporary promotion 
on the basis of merit r^th due regard to seniority of permament officers of Grade I 
of the Service who have rendered not less than six years’ approved Service in 
that Grade, Suh promotions shall be terminated when persons included, in the 
Select List for the Selection Grade become available to fill the vacancies; 
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Provided that il any person who is appointed to Grade 1 ol the Service is 
considered for promotion to Selection Grade in accordance with the provisions 
of this sub-rule, all persons senior to hhn in Grade I shall also be so considered, 
notwithstanding that they may not have rendered six years’ approved service In 
that Grade. 

(3) Temporary vacahcies in Grade I of the Service shall be lillek by promotion 
on the basis of merit with due regard to seniority of permanent nffiesrs of Grade II 
who have rendered not less than eight years’ approved Serv .'e in that Grade, 
and are included in the Select List for the Grade prepared and revised from time 
to time in accordance with such procedure as may he pre.scrlbed by regulations 
made by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways. Any vacancy 
remaining unfilled thereafter shall be filled by temporary promoticn on the basis 
of merit with due regard to seniority of permanent officers of Grade II of the 
Service who have rendered not less than eight years’ approved service in that 
GraKle, Such promotion shall be terminated when persons includejl in the Select 
List for Grade I becomt available to fill the vacancies; 

Provided that If any person who Is appointed before the ap^iointed day to 
Grade II of the Service is considered for promotion to Grade I in accordance 
with the provisions of this sub-rule, all persons senior to him in Grade II shall 
also be considered notwithstanding that they may not have rendeijed eight years’ 
approved Service In that Grade. 

(4) The length of approved service for promotion to Selection Grade and 
Grade I prescribed In sub-rules (2) and (3) may be reviewed by the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways once every three years |and revised, if 
found necessary. 

12. Recraltment to Grade II of the Service. — (1) Substantive vacaweies in 
Grade II of the Service shall be filled by the substantive appointments of persona 
Included In the Select List for the Grade, such appointments being made in the 
order of seniority in the Select r.lst except when for reason.s to be recorded in 
writing, a person Is not con.sidered fit for such appointment in his turn. 

(2) Temporary vacancies In Grade II of the Service shall filled by the 
appointment of persons included in the Select Li,st for the Grade. Any vacancies 
remaining unfilled thereafter shall be filled by temporary promotion on the basis 
of seniority, subject to the rejection of the unfit, of permanent officers of Grade III 
of the Service who have rendered not less than five years’ approved service in 
the Grade. Such promotions shall be terminated when persons included in the 
Select List for Grade II become available to fill the vacancies: 

Provided that if any person who Is appointed after the anointed day to 
Grade III of the Service Is considered for promotion to Grade Ilf In accordance 
with the provisions of this sub-rule, all per.sons senior to him in prade HI shall 
also be so considered notwlthstainding that they may not have rendered five years' 
approved Service in thpt Grade. 

(3) For the pui^osels of this rule, a Select List shall be prepared and may 
be revised from time to time. The procedure for preparing anjd revising the 
Select List shall be as set ouf in the Fourth Schedule. 

(4) The length of approved service for promotion to Grade II prescribed In 
sub-rule (2), may be reviewed b.v the Central Government in tpe Ministry of 
Rallwsfys once every three years and revised, if found necessary. 

13. Becruitment to Grade III of the Service — (1) Vacancies lii Grade III of 
the Service shall be filled by direct recruitment on the basis of cornpetltive 
examinations held for the purpo.se by the Central Government in the Ministry 
of Railways limited to members of the Railway Board Secretariat Cljerical Service: 

Provided that to the extent a sufficient number of qualified canoidate.s are not 
available for appointment on the results of such competitive examinations, the 
vacancies may be filled provisionally or on regular basis, in such manner as may 
be determined by the Central Government In the Ministry of Railvmy.s. 

(2) Substointive appointments to substantive vacancies In the Grade shall be 
made in the order of .tooiorlty of lompomry offlcor.s of the Grade except when, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, a person Is not considered fit for such 
appointments in his lufn. 
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(3) The rules lor the competitive examination referred to in sub-rule (I) shall 
be as determined by regulations made by the Central Government In the Ministry 
ol Railways. 

14. Power to make temporary appointments against substantive vacancles^A 
substantive vacancy may be filled temporarily in accordance with the provisions 
governing appointments to temporary vacancies in the relevant Grade, until it 
Is fiUed in accordance with the provisions governing permanent appointments. 

15. Probation. — (1) Every direct recruit to Grade 11 or Grade III of the Service- 
shall initially be appointed on probation, the period of probation being two years, 
from the date of appointment. 

(2) Every person other than a direct recruit shall, when first appointed to 
Selection Grade, Grade I or Grade II, as the case may be, be on “trial” for a 
period of two years from the date of such appointment. 

(3) The period of probation or trial specified in sub-rules (1) and (2) may. 
If the appointing authority deems fit, be extended or curtailed in any case. 

(A) During probation or trial, a member of the Service may be required to, 
■undergo such training amd to pass such tests as the Central Government In the 
Ministry of Railways may, from time to time, prescribe. 

Ifi. CSonflrmatlon. — (1) When a member of the Service appointed to a Grade 
on probation or on trial has passed the prescribed tests and has completed his 
probation or trial to the satirfactlon of the appointing authority, he shall be 
eligible to be substantively appointed or continued therein, as the case may be. 
In accordance with the provisions of rule 11, rule 12 or rule 13. 

17. Discharge or reversion.— (1) An officer appointed to Grade II or Grade III 
of the Service who has no lien on any post under the Central Government or any 
State Government shall, while on probation, be liable to be discharged from 
the Service at any time without notice, If — 

(i) on the basis of his performance or conduct during probation, he is 

considered unfit for further retention in the Service; or 

(ii) on the receipt of any Information relating to his nationality, age, health 

or antecedents, the appointing authority Is satisfied that he is 
ineligible or otherv/lse unfit for being a member of the Service. 

12) An officer appointed to Grade II or Grade III of the Service who holds 
a lien on a post under the Central Government or any State Government may, 
while on probation, be reverted to such post at any time In any of the circumstances 
specified in sub-rule (1), 

(3) An officer appointed to Grade II or Grade III of the Service who is not 
considered suitable for confirmation or continuance in the Grade, as the case may 
be, during or at the end of the period of probation specified in sub-rule (1) of 
rule 15 or at the end of the extended period of probation, if any, under sub- 
rule (3) of that rule, .shall be discharged or reverted in accordance with sub- 
rule (1) or sub-rule (2), as the case may be, 

(4) A member of the Ser-vlce on "trial" in Selection Grade, Grade I or Grade H 
who Is not considered suitable for continuance in that Grade during or at the end 
of the period of trial soeeffied in sub-mle (2) of rule IS or the extended period. 
U any, under sub-rule (3) of that rule, shall be reverted to the next lower Grade. 

18, Seniority. — (1) The relative seniority of members of the Service appointed 
to any Grade* before the apnotrted day shall be regulated by their relative 
aenlority an determined before that date: 

Provided that. If the senioritv of any such officer had not been specifically 
determined before tb»t, dov it shall be as determined by the Central Government 
In the Ministry of Railways. 

<21 All permanent officers included in the Initinl constitution of » Grade under 
rule 6 shall rank senior to all persona substantively apnolnted to that Grade with 
eflect from any date after the annointed day. and all temnorary officers Included 
in the Initial constitution of a Grade under that rule shall rank senior to all 
temporary officers appointed to that Grade after that date. 
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(8) The seniority inter se of permanent officers included in the initial constitu- 
tion of a Grade shall be regulated in the order In which they are so appointed. 

(4) The seniority inter se of temporary officers included in the initial constitu- 
tion of a Grade shall be regulated in the order In which they are so appointed. 

(5) Except as provided in sub-rule (6), the seniority of persohs appointed to

(a) persona included in the Select List for the Grade shjall rank senior

(b) the seniority inter se of persons included in the Select jList shall be in 

the order In which their names are Included in the Select List; 

(c) the seniority inter se of persons not Included in the ^lect List shall 

be regulated by the order in which they are approve|d for long-term 
appointment to the Grade.

(1) Permanent Officers. — The seniority inter se of officers substantively appoint- 
ed to the Grade after the appointed day shall be regulated by the order In which 
they are so appointed to the Grade. 

(ii) Temporary Officers. — Persons appointed to the Grade after the appointed 
day shall rank inter se in the order of merit in which they am placed at the 
competitive examination on the results of wichh they are recruited, the recruita 
of an earlier examination being ranked senior to those of a later eixamlnation. 

(ill) The seniority of officers appointed to the Grade under proviso to sub-rule 
(1) of rule 13 shall be such os may be determined by the Central Government in 
the Ministry of Railways from time to time. 

(6) All officers substantively appointed to a Grade shall rank senior to those 
holding temporary or officiating appointments in that Grade. 

19. Scales of Pay. — The scales of pay attached to Selection Grade, Grades I, II 
and III of the Service shall be as follows:— 

(1) Selection Grade— Rs. 350— 25— ."iOO— 30— 590— EB— 30)— 800— EB— 30— 

830—35—900. 

Note,— (i) An officer of Grade I of the Service promoted to thei Selection Grade 
shall be allowed a minimum initial pay of Rs. 500 in this scale. 

(ii) An officer of Grade I of the Service promoted to Selection Grade before 
putting In six .years of approved Service In Grade I, would have to complete six 
years of Service either in Grade I, or. In Grade I and the Selection Grade, before 
he Is allowed to draw his next increment in the scale of Rs. 350 — 900 but he will 
be allowed to draw the presumptive pay In the lower post, if th^t is more bene- 
ficial to him. 
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(2) Grade I— Rs. 360—25—650- -EB— 30— 770. 

Note. — ^An officer of Grade 11 of the Service promoted to Grade I of the Service 
ahall be allowed a minimum initial pay of Rs. 400/- in this scale. 

(3) Grade II— Rs. 210—10—270— 16— 300— EB— 15— 450— EB— 20— .530. 

(4) Grade III— Rs. 130— 5— 160— 8—200— EB— 8—256 — EB-h8— 280. 

Provided that offlcer.s appointed to any Grade before the Ist July. 1959, shaR 
be entitled to draw pay in the scale of pay admissible to them in accordance with 
the provisions of the Railway Services (Authorised Scale of Pay) Rules, 1960. 

20 . Regulation of Pay. — ( 1 ) The pay and Increments of officers of Selection 
Grade, Grades I, II and III shall be regulated in accordance with the provisions 
of rules contained in the Indian Railway Establishment Code or other .similar 
rules relating to pay for the time being in force. 

(2) The pay of an officer appointed to a Grade on probation may. on his 
completing eaich year of probation to the .satisfaction of the appointing authority 
and passing the prescribed tests, be raised by one stage In the time scatie. 

21. Regulations, — The Central Government In the Ministry of Railway.? may 
make regulations, not inconsistent with these rules, to provide for all matters 
for which provision 1 $ necessary or expedient, for thh purpose of giving effect 
to these rules. 

22. Residuary matters. — In regard to matters not specifically covered by these 
rules or by regulations or orders made or Issued thereunder or by special orders, 
the members of the Service shall he governed by the rules, regulations and orders 
applicable to the Railway Services In general. 

23. Power to remove difflcuHles. — ^If any difficulty arises In giving effect to the 
provisions of these rules the Central Government in the Ministry of Rallwaya 
may, by order do anything (not inconsistent with the provisions of these rules) 
which appears to it to be necessary for the purpo.se of removing the difficulty: 

Provided that no such power .shall be exercised after the expiry of a period 
of two years from the date of publication of these rules in the Official Gazette. 

24. Power to relax. — ^Where the Central Government the Mini.stry of Railways 
Is of the opinion that it Is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons or posts: 

Provided that, in relation to posts falling within the purview of the Commission, 
no order In respect of a class or category of persons or posts shaill be made except 
after consultation with the Commission. 

25. Interpretation. — If any question arises as to the interpretation of these 
rules or the regulations made thereunder, the same shall be decided by the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways. 

26. Over-riding effect of the rules- — ^Any rules or orders in force Immediately 
before the appointed day shall not apply to the extent they are Inconsistent with 
or repugnant to these rules.

Rules, 1971 loith retrospective effect from 1st Day of August, 1869. 

The Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service wbs constituted 
with efllact from the 1st Day of December, 1£(34, to man all posts of Stenogra- 
phers In the Mlniatry Of Railw^a (Railway Board). This service Was constituted 
on thp lines of the erstwhile cTentral Secretariat Stenographers ^rvice. 

i. The Ministry of Home Affairs recognised the Central Secrjetariat Stmo- 
Sraphers Service with effect from 1st August, 1909 by including the following 
lour grades for Stenographers in the Central Secretariat; — 

1 . Selection Grade scale Rs. 350-900. — Applicable to Private Secretaries to 

Secretaries/ Additional Secretaries/Special Secretaries and Officers of 

equivalent rank, 1st P.As. to Minister and P.Ss. to D«:puty Ministera. 

2. Grade I, scale Rs. 350-25-650-EB-30-770. — Applicable to P. Ss. to Joint 

Secretaries and Officers of equivalent rank. 

3. Grade 11, scale Rs. 210-530. — -Applicable to Personal Assistants to Officers. 

4. Grade III, scale Rs. 130-280. — ^In lieu of the grades applicable to L.D.C. 

Steno-Typists/U.D.C, Steno-Typi-sts. 

3. Since the Stenographers in the Ministry of Railways have Jail along been 
given parity of scales of pay with their conferers in the Central Secretariat, it 
was decided to adopt the above mentioned scales for the Stenojraphers in the 
Ministry of Railway.s as well from the same date, viz. 1st August, 11969. 

4. In pursuance of this decision the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers 
Service Rules, 1971, have been drawn up and issued to bring the position on par 
as far as feasible with the Central Secretarial Stenographers Servjice Rules, 1969. 

5. It is further stated that the interests of no one would tie prejudicially 
affected by reason of the decision to give retrospective effect fram 1-8-1969 to 
the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 1971.

G.S.R. 161. — In pursuance of the provisions of sub-rule (6) of rule 0 pf tha 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1970, the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Railways hereby makes the following regulations, namely: — 

RAILWAY BOARD SECRETARIAT CLERICAL SERVICE (LOWER DIVISION 
GRADE COMPETITIVE EXAMINATION FOR CLASS IV STAFF) REGU- 
LATIONS, 1971. 

1. Short title and commencement: — (1) These regulations may be called the 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service (Lower Division Grade Competitive 
Examination for Class IV staff) Regulations, 1971 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication In the Official 
Gazette, 

2. Definitions: — (1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires — 

(a) “crucial date” means the first day of January of the year in which the 
examination Is held', 

(b) "available vacancies” means the vacancies In the Lower Division Grade of 
the Service which are decided to be filled on the results of an examination; 

(c) "examination” means a competitive examination held by the Central Gov- 
ernment In the Ministry of Railways for the appointment of Class IV employees 
to the Jjower Division Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service; 

(d) “regularly appointed Class IV employees” means an employee appointed 

in the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board) on a long-term basis according to the 
prescribed procedure; ' 

(e) “Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” shall have the meanings as- 
signed to them by clauses (24) and (25) respectively of article 366 of the Cons- 
titution of India. 

(2) Words and expressions used in these regulations and not defined but de- 
fined In the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1970, shall have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them In the said rules. 

3. Holding of the examination. — ^The examination shall be conducted by the 
Central Government in the Ministry of Railways In the manner notified from time 
to time by the said Ministry. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be held 
shall be fixed by the Central Government In the Ministry of Railways. 

4. Conditions of eligibility etc. — (1) Eligibility — Any permanent or regularly 
appointed temporary Class IV employee who satisfies the foP owing condltlonB 
shaR be eligible to appear at the examination: — 

(a) Length of Seruice.— He should have on the crucial date, rendered not less 
than five years’ approved and continuous service as a Class IV employee or In any 
higher grade. 

Note. — (1) The limit of five years of approved and continuous service will also 
apply If the total reckonable service of a candidate is partly as a Class IV em- 
ployee in the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board) and partly elswhere in an 
equivalent or higher grade. 

Note. — (2) Class IV employees who are on deputation to ex-cadre posts with 
the approval of the competent authority will be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination. If otherwise eligible. A class IV employee who has been appointed 
to an ex-cadre post or to another service on transfer, and continues to have a lien 
In the Class IV post for the time being will also be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination, If otherwise eligible. 

(b) Age.— He should not be more than 40 years of age on the crucial date: 

Provided that for the first two examinations to be held In accordance with 
these regulations, the upper age limit shall be relaxed upto 45 years: 

Provided further that the upper age limit may be relaxed In respect of such 
categories of persons as may be notified from time to time in this behalf by the 
Central Government In the Ministry of Railways, to the extent and subject to 
the condition notified In respect of each category. 
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(c) Educational Qualifications. — He must have passed the Matriculation Exa- 
mination of a Board or University established or incorporated by or under a Cen- 
tral Act, a Provincial Act or a State Act, or otherwise possess any quallflcation 
jrecognlsed by the Central Government as equivalent thereto: 

Provided that In exceptional cases, a candidate who, though not 1 possessing any 
of the qualifications specified In this clause, may be treated by the Central Gov- 
•ernment In the Ministry of Railways qualified If he has passed such examhiatlons 
•conducted by any other Institutions as are In the opinion df the Central 
•Government in the Ministry of Home Affairs, of a standard sufficient to justify 
Els admission to the examination. 

(2) Attempts at the Examinations. — Unless covered by any of the exceptions 
notified from time to time by the Central Government In the Ministry of Railways 
3n this behalf, he should not already have competed more than twice at the examt- 
aiatlon held after the 1st January. 19C9, 

(3) Fee. — Subject to such exemptions or concessions or both as ^ay be notified 
from time to time In this behalf, he shall pay the fee prescribed Ipy the Central 
(Government In the Ministry of Railways. 

(4) Special provision regarding eligibility of Class IV employee^ joining mul- 
ctary service on account of the emergency. — Protecton shall be afforded to Class 
TV employees who because of their having joined, or having been called up for 
military service during the last emergency, cannot appear in the ekamination. In 

■ the manner prescribed from time to time by the Central Government in the Minis- 
try of Railways In this behalf. 

6. Canvassing of candidate. — Any attempt on the part of a 1 candidate to 
oobtaln support for his candidature by any means may be held by the Central 
, Government in the Ministry of Railways to be a conduct which wddld disqualify 
hJhi for admission to the examination. 

6. Decision as to eligibility. — The decision of the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Railways as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for admission 
'to the examination shall be final and no candidate to whom a certificate of 
■admission has not been Issued by the said Ministry shall be ac|mltted to the 
examination, 

7. Results. — (11 The names of the candidates who are considereti by the Cen- 
tral Government In the Ministry of Railways to be suitable for ap^lntment on 
the results of the examination shall be arranged In the ordej of merit and, sub- 
ject to the provisions of sub-regulation (3) of regulation 8, they shall be recom- 
mended for appointment in that order upto the number of app( intipents decided 
to be made, 

(21 The form and manner of communication of the results of thi examination 
to individual candidates shall be decided by the Central Government Jin the Minis- 
try of Railways who shall not enter into any correspondence with 1|he individual 
•candidates regarding results. 

8. Appointments.— (1) Success in the examination shall confer nd right to ai>* 
■pointment In the Lower Division Grade of the Service unless Central Government 
Is satisfied after such enquiry as may be considered necessary, that ^he candidate 
Is suitable in all respects for appointment to the public service. 

(2) No candidate shall be appointed to the Lower Division Grade (bf the service 
•unless he is. after such medical examination as the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Railways may prescribe, found to be free from any mental or physical 
•defect which is likely to interfere with the discharge of the (Sutles of the service. 

(3) Save as provided In sub-regulation (4) of this regulation, appointments to 
the Lower Division Grade of the service on the results of any exairiination shall 
"be made to the extent of the available vacancies in the order of meritlof the candi- 
dates recommencled by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways for 
■appointment, subject to reservations for the candidates of the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes in accordance with the orders issued from time to time by 
the Central Government in the Ministry of Home Affairs in this behalf but unfilled 
•vacancies would not be carried over to the next year. 

(4) Candidates belonging to amy of the Scheduled Castes or th^ Scheduled 
Tribes who are considered by the Central Government in the Ministry of Rail- 
■ways to be suitable for appointment on the results pf the examination with du« 
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regard to the maintenance of efficiency of administration shall be eligible to be 
appointed to the vacancies reserved for them irrespective of their ranks in the 
order of merit in the examination. 

(5) (i) Candidates shall have to' pass, if not already passed one of the perio- 
dical typewriting testa in English or Hindi at a speed of 30 words in English or 
25 words in Hindi, per minute within a period of one year from the date of ap- 
pointment, failing which no annual increments shall be allowed to them until they 
have passed the said test. 

(ii) Candidates who do not pass the said typewriting test within the period of 
probation shall be liable to be reverted to their substantive appointment or tem- 
porary posts held by them before their appointment to Lower Division Grade. 

(iii) Candidates, who had already passed or may pass the said test wdthin « 
period of six months from the date of appointment will, however, be granted the 
first increment after six months instead of one year’s service which will be 
absorbed in the subsequent regular increments. This concession is applicable ta> 
the candidates who wlll'quallfy In the examination to be held upto 1971. 

9. Penalty for Impersonation or other mis-condnet, — A candidate who is or has- 
been declared by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways guilty of 
Impersonation or of submitting fabricated documents, or documents which have 
been tampered with, or of making statements which are incorrect or false, or of 
Buppresslng material information or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or 
improper means for obtaining admission to the examination, or of using or attemp- 
ting to use unfair means in the examination shall or of misbehaviour in the 
exmnlnation hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal prosecu- 
tion; — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period by the Central Gov- 

ernment in the Ministry of Railways from admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the said Ministry for 
selection of candidates; and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules,
